Flames and Smoke Hovoring

Over the Ruins To-Da- y.

Total Loss to Factory and Ele-

vators Near $3,000,000.

Tho Injured People Aro Doing Well

in the Hospital

A Fireman Drops Into tho Rtvcr. but Is
Ilitcucd.

A fireman slept on the soaklug wot
and charred dock at tho foot of Wont Fifty-nint- h

street, when en Evf.nwo Wobld reportor
visited tho scene of tho great tiro at U o'clock
this morning.

Tho llrcman's pillow was a heap of burnt brick
and timber. Tho big rubber boots on his fict
rested In a pool of water. I'lro had singed his
blond mustache and eyebrows. Worn aud
weary after a night spent In fighting one of tho
fiercest conflagrations ever seen In Now York ho
lay there totally oblivious of tho sccuo of de-

struction about him.
Within forty fo'ct of him tho flamos still wagod

aa fiercely In the cellar of Wilcox's lard factory
as they did when they first broke out thciu
yesterday afternoon.

During tho night the third brick wall had
fallen down as far as tho second and third
stories. The portions loft standing looked grim
and battle worn In the muggy morning light.

The flames in the cellar amidst tho canned
lard and cotton seed oil, waved merrily, rising
forty and fifty feet in tho air.

Black smoke, dense and choking, pourod out
of the furnace and rolled gently northward In
the air.

ltossiter A HMdmore's storage-hous- which
shared tho building with the Wilcox Company,
was a mass uf smonldering ruins which stood
about forty feet high, rising up from tho ground
like a steep hill.

The flames burned smoothly all over this pile
of di'bris. and a light, thin smoko rolled up
from It. Cinders and burning cmliera were
blown up from it with evory gust of wind, and
went floating carelessly away In tho air.

To the north of tho still burning structure
were the two tall chimneys, whero onoe had
stood the gigantic elevators of tho Ncwiork
Central Company.

These chimneys and a few portions of brick
walLwero all that waa left to sighU.The rest had
fallon Inward and outward, and burned uulatly
in a mournful sort of an
wny. finch q scene of total destruction Is rarely
seen after a fire in this city.

The river In the slips between tho sovcral
burnt piers waa covered with grease end oil,
porno of which still burned fiercely. Pier 1),
tho extreme point destroyed br the tiro, was

picturesque in its total destruction.
Black, burred timber stuck up hero and thcro

ont of tho water In grotesque, shapes.
Home portions ot it was still on tire, and to

theso points streams of water were directed from
tho tl llavemcyorand Fuller.

Till! nAVEMETEn'B ESCAPE.
Tho Havomeyer did not escape unscathed dnr-

ing tho foarful nrc-llg- yesterday. Whllo pour-
ing water on Elevator II sho was hemmed In by
waves of burning oil which run out over the river
from tho burning lard factory. Hh bad to run
out to the open river through a curling cloud of
fire, and her woodwork and some of tho fire-
men on her were seriously scorched during the

It is almost Impossible to tell In words the
strange and appalling aspect whioh that portion
of the city visited by the flames presented this
morning.

The tics under the railroad tracks had been
burned away. Men were busily engaged in
mttlng down new ones, which were carried

Fhere on flat cars by a noisy little cnglno. 1 he
reserve from tho West One Hundredth
street station. and from the West
Forty-sevent- h street stration formed a
cordon around the burned area. and
the crowd which Btood and watched the specta-el- e,

while of course not near as great as that
which looked on last night, was still very great.

Many people were severe In their cenauraof
Chief Shay for not sending out the ''three
sixes " alarm, but the firemen say It would have
beeu useless to do so, as the engines there could
not get over the railroad tracks to the burning
elevator.

Then the fault-findin- g ones declare the Chief
shonld have sent ont the call for sappers and
miners and blown the elevator down, which
would most probably have saved the other ele-

vator and pier above it.

to bo of any use anyhow.

There wore rive engines and sevonty firemen
still at work about the ruins this morning. Tho

Mr. Pearson s last words before unconscious-
ness set In yesterday were; "Ihaveapentmy
Ufa In fighting the spoils system, and it grieves
tnp to know that those tor whom I have fought
misunderstood me. "

Certainly Mr. Pearson's official life Is a faith-fi- ll
exemplification of ideal ciiil-servlc- e reform,

forjio began in tho Pnst-Ofti- thirty years ago
as a messenger boy, aud by steady advances ul-
timately reached tho topmost round In tho lad-
der aa Postmaster.

Honry Oeorgo Pearson waa born iu Wlilte
street, this city, July 20, 184A. His education
went no further than the New York public
schools, ami he was only fifteen yean old when
he was appointed to a small position In the

Ho was bright, active and energotlo. and Mike
nnffman. a political " boss "of the time, took a
fancy to him and procured him tho place of
messenger in the Poet-Offic-e. He was tho bene-
ficiary of the spoils system, but from that time
on hu was a steadfast oppoueut of that system.

Gen. John A. Dlx waa Postmaster at the time
of the appointment of young Pearson, and he
soon hsdhla attention called to the lndustry.cn-crg- y
